MAY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $5.00 


Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to 
the  Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  May  1968  will  receive  a minimum  uniform 
price  of  $5.00  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a 
butterfat  differential  of  7.8  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  also  subject 
to  a 4 cents  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  to  non- 
members, authorized  hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials. 

The  $5.00  price  for  May  1968  is  12  cents  above  the  April  1968 
price,  and  35  cents  above  the  May  1967  price.  The  May  1968  uniform 
price  was  reduced  by  25  cents  per  cwt.  under  the  "Louisville  Plan" 
provisions  of  the  Order.  One-third  of  the  total  amount  withheld  will 
be  repaid  to  producers  in  each  of  the  months  of  September,  October, 
and  November. 


MAY  PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

There  were  842  approved  producers  who  shipped  26,271,998  pounds  of 
milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market  during  May  1968  of  which  18,479,529 
pounds  or  70.3%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by  9 pooled  handlers.  Class  I 
utilization  was  down  2.7%  from  April.  On  a volume  basis,  production 
was  up  7.4%,  and  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  3.4% 
from  April  1968. 


JUNE  CLASS  1 PRICE  $5.75 


The  effective  basic  formula  price,  as  established  by  the  amendment 
to  §1047.50  of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  of  $4.33  was  increased  by  the 
standard  differential  of  $1.20  and  further  increased  by  a special  20 
cents  adjustment  and  a supply-demand  adjustment  of  2 cents  to  establish 
the  June  Class  I price  of  $5.75.  This  price  of  $5.75  is  2 cents 
above  the  May  1968  Class  I price,  and  30  cents  more  than  the  June  1967 
price .

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DAIRY  FARMERS  VOTE  ON  PROPOSED  CHICAGO  REGIONAL  MILK  ORDER: 


The  U,S.  Department  of  Agriculture  held  a mail  referendum  to  find  out 
if  dairy  farmers  approve  re-establishment  of  a Federal  milk  marketing  order 
for  the  Chicago  marketing  area,  and  merger  of  five  nearby  milk  orders  with 
the  proposed  new  one  for  Chicago^  Some  adjacent,  presently  unregulated 
territory,  also  would  be  added. 

The  five  existing  orders  proposed  for  the  merger  are  the  Northwestern 
Indiana,  Rock  River  Valley  (Ill.-Wis.),  Milwaukee,  Wis . , Northeastern 
Wisconsin,  and  Madison,  Wis.,  Federal  milk  orders..  The  Quad  Ci ties-Dubuque 
(111. -Iowa)  milk  order  would  not  be  changed,  as  has  been  proposed,  and  would 
continue  as  at  present. 

USDA's  Consumer  and  Marketing  Service  officials  said  that  dairy  farmers 
who  supplied  milk  during  January  1968  to  the  proposed  Federal  order  area  were 
eligible  to  vote.  Two-thirds  of  those  voting  must  approve  the  order  for 
it  to  become  effective.  A.T.  Radigan,  USDA  referendum  agent,  will  announce 
the  result  of  the  voting  in  the  near  future. 

Copies  of  the  final  decision  containing  the  proposed  new  Chicago  order 
may  be  obtained  from  the  market  administrator  of  this  order  or  from  the  Dairy 
Division,  Consumer  and  Marketing  Service,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  D.  C.  20250.
